The Hon William E Chand-
ler President of the Spanish Treaty
Claims Commission lately a Senator
of the United States and formerly
Secretary of the Navy has complained
to the department as you are aware
of certain strictures upon hlmeetf in
your book entitled A Sailors Log

The strictures in question are in
the nature of aspersions upon the offi-
cial conduct of the then UM Secre-
tary of the Navy

The text of your book It te not nec-
essary here to recite Nor is It need-
ful to ask of you an explanation why
you felt yourself jtistltiid in publish

what you have It is obvious to
any reader that you speak offensively
of Secretary Chandlers action thatyou impugn his motives and other-
wise traduce him in respect to orders
given by the Secretary in the dis-
charge of the duties of his office

You are informed that this deliber-
ate publication of yours has justly in-
curred the displeasure of the depart-
ment For an otttcer thus to attack a
former head of the Navy Department
because of orders given to him by that
official is to abandon the courtesy that
should always characterize an officer
of tbe If tolerated it would un-
questionably prove subversive of dis-
cipline It would tend to bring the
office Itself Into disrepute The act te
the more reprehensible in this in
stance because of your long exper-
ience Sa the service

It has become my duty therefore-
to censure you for this breach of the
obligation imposed upon you as a
commissioned tfincer of the Navy of
tht United States which I accordingly
do
